Letter From Arizona.

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 


In my last letter I gave a slight sketch 


of the “religious condition “of Prescott, 


Bad as it is, and low as is the spiritual 
condition here, it is remarkably good as 
compared with the balance of Avizona. 
South of the line of Salt River, includ- 
ing the flourishing towns. of Fovence, 
Phoenex,. Sandford, Yuma, Maricopa, 
Tucson, &c., the extensive and fertile 
farming sections of Salt ‘River and Gila 
Valleys, settled by hundreds of families, 
and the rich mining districts of lobe 
and Pioneer besides others, the names of 
which IL do not recollect—in ll) this 
large section with a population of many 
thousands there is only one feeblé church. 
The Presbyterians have a small, strug- 
gling society at Tucson, but beside this, 
in all that immense region, there ave not 
probably twenty members of evangeli- 
cal churches. As might be expected, a 
clergyman meets with a very discour- 
aging reception in the southern portion 
of Avizona. Last night I had a very 
interesting conversation :with Rev. My. 
Monk of the M. Hi. Church South who 
made a missionary tour through that 
country, some three or four nionte.: 
in Phenix, the center of a for'S 
farmting-commrunity settled alme gi 
sively by families, he found onlyU ; 
‘lady who had ever professed religion. 
He visited every: white family south of 
Salt River, and-in all that resion, and 
in all those towns, saw no point where 
he could labor with any hope of success. 
Tucson, which has long been the Capital, 
had a little band of members of difter- 
ent churches, these were gathered into a 
congregation by the chaplain of the niil- 
itary post near, who on the arrival of the 
Presbyterian missionary turned them 
over to him, and they were organized in- 
to a society of that Church. With all 
the earnest labors of missionaries of dif- 
ferent. denominations, and army chap- 
Jains, I have never heard of the conver- 
sionof a soul in Arizona. ‘There may 
have been such a case, but I doubt it. 
Ali the strength of the Chutch is deriv- 
ed from immigration. Have we -not 
cause to ask the people of God to pray 
for us 4 . a8 a 
The main, indeed almost the whgle 
religious interest. of Arizona: centers. in 
Prescott. Sometimes one of the minis- 
ters makes a trip to some ‘of the more 
populous valleys around, and preaches in 
the school house: Lhepeople: adjourn 
from the bar of the grocery to hear the 
‘preacher, listen attentively, and then 
proceed in the afternoon to organize a 
horse race, or some other sport. A min- 
ister, who attends to his own business, 
will always secure-a respectable, atten- 
tive congregation, but alas, they seem to 
listen to little purpose. In my last Jet- 
ter 1 mentioned that the Christian peo- 
ple of Prescott were looking with great 
hope: to the labors of the Rev. Mr. 
Campbell of the M. E. Church, South, 
who was expected soon. He preached 
his first sermon in Pres¢ott one week 
ago yesterday. The. expectations that 
had been excited were not disappointed. 
He preached jis first sermon in his own 
church, and in the evening oceupied the 
pulpit of the M. EH. church.. He is a 










young man, apparently, not more than | 


25 years of age, evidently suffering from 
ill health, and with a voice that seemed 
to indicate an affection of the lungs, he 
so impressed all hearers with his sinceri- 
ty and: love for the Master and souls, 
that their sympathy was secured from 
the beginning.

The summer of 1853 was spent by the 
writer and his wife, in company. with 
tayo brothers-end5 their familiey-tm<-the 
long joumey across:-‘the plains,” From 
early May, when we passed the last set- 


tlers cabin on the easteml Tange of Mis- 





souri, we had moved slowly up the plain. 


to the summit of the Rocky Monntains, 
over and down the western slope, across 
the lava deserts of Snake river, until 
to the 
north side of. Snake river,and made a 
Sunday camp’ on Boise river, opposite 
where Boise City now stands. -We 
moved slowly down that stream for four 
‘days, giving our cattle opportunity to 
recruit on the rich pasturage of the valley, 

f Hriday reached 
Snake river again, and prepared to cross. 
The families were crossed on the ferry- 
boat, but the stock were to swim a 
few rods below.’ The‘current was vapid, 
and the river*deep.“All three brothers, 
with most of the men of the train,mount- 
ed horses, designing to trust themselves 
to the power of the horses to carry them 
through the deep, angry current. One 
proceeded, Myself and oldest, brother 
brought up the rear, we had-driven the 
last of the stock in and over; then we 
rode side by side into the deep current. 
Strangely enough both our horses re- 
fused to bearus. They sankto the bottom, 
and simultaneously, reared backward, 
plunging us both into the river. Being 
x good swimmer, and haying divested 
myself of boots and coat before going in- 
to theriver,I found no difficulty in reach- 






| ing the shore in safety. Not so with my 


brother. The current bore shim down- 
ward with fearful velocity, and in a mo- 
ment he sank from our sight into the 
gvave of the waters. On thefurther bank 
stood the three families; hearing that one

Surrender ot Crazy Horse, 

The surrender of Crazy Horse’s band 
took place at Camp Robinson, Nebraska, 
May 6th. These various bands have 
been under Crazy Horse, Little Hawk,’ 
He Dog and Little Big Man, : 
zy Horse said he was making this 
peace to last. The ponies surrendered 
are estimated to number nearly 3,500. 
They seem to be in very good condition 
and have many American horses and 
mules among them. The whole number 
of surrendering Indians is 889, of whom 
217 were men. 
were also given up and 117 stand of 
arms. Other firearms are known to be 
ia their possession. Crazy Horse gave 
up three Winchester rifles. Little Hawk 
gave up two, The Indians present a 
good appearance, but their village shows 
‘signs of unceasing pursuit the past year. 
Many lodges are very old and almost in 
rags. Great numbers of this band have 
never been on a reservation before. Lit- 
tle Hawk, one of the principal chiefs, 
wears about his neck the silver medal: 
presented to his ‘father by - President 
Monroe in 1817. This arrival makes 
the aggregate number of Northern Indi- 
ans “who have surrendered to General 
Crook at Red Cloud and Spotted Tail 
agencies smee March nearly 3,600 and 
does away with the necessity of a mili- 
tary expedition the coming summer. 
Gen McKerzie was to have held a coun- 
ceil with Crazy Horse and other chiefs on 
the 7th or 8th. :

On Sunday, April 1st, I preach- 
ed a funeral sermon in Cow eeche Valley 
and at this point found brother Wm. 
Master and wife. Sister M. is the daugh- 
ter of an Itinerant, and this kind family 
know how to make an Itinerant feel at 
home; they were for years members of 
Taylor street church in Portland. _ On 
Thursday, April 5th, I returned to Fort 
Simcoe; here I found Bro. Wilber mak- 
ing extensive improvements in the way 
of fencing and breaking up new land, 
and he is also preparing to build a 
number’ of new dwellings for Indian 
families. During Thursday afternoon 
of the 5th, I accompanied bro, Wilber 
over the Secor tien, in order to look 
after the men making improyements.

We called on In- 
dian families, who are living in comfort- 
able houses, painted and papered; many 
of our pastors live in much poorer - tene- 
ments. On the-(th and 8th I held quar- 
terly meetings at Simcoe Church, on this 
- mission, seven miles from the Fort; there 
was a full -attendance, and.we had a time 
of refreshing from’ the Lora. Twenty 
have joined during the quarter and there 
appears to be a steady advance all-along 
the line. The quarterly conference ‘re- 
quested that a camp meeting be held ins 
connection with their fourth quarterly 
meeting to commence June 27th, and 
continue over to the 4th of July. Bro. 
Editor come over and help us. After 
quarterly meeting, on Monday, I jour- 
neyed homeward accompanied by. bro. 
Wilber and three of his ten Indians. 
After two days rest at home in Klick- 
itat valley, I started to meet my appoint- 











ments east of Columbia river. I reached 
bro. C Adams’ home in Antelope-valley, 
Saturday, April 14th. Here I was wel- 
comed by this good family, who ate al- 
ways-glad to entertain the ministers of 
the blessed gospel of God. Arrange- 


ments were made for a basket-meeting, 
but all were disappointed, as it began 
storming Saturday night and continued 


over Sunday, It is said to have been” 


the severest rain and snow storm of the 
season; from this point I: started Tues- 
day, the 17th of Aptil, for Canyon 
charge. This excells anything I have 
found for mud; I traveled through mud 
and storm, reaching the neighborhood of 
the quarterly meeting weary, and was 
sick on Friday the 20th inst. On Sat- 
urday I tried to preach as best I could, 
and on Sunday and Sunday evening my 
congregations were good and we had an 
interesting and profitable meeting. Bro.

Oregon as a Fieid for Ministerial 
Labor, 


. Our thoughts have been turned to 
this subject by an article in the last is- 
sue of the Advocate, headed “Too many 
Preachers.” The article in .question 
suggests, “This is not true in regard .to 
the Western Conferences.” However

A Reminiscence of Libby Prison. 


The wife of General Ricketts has just 
returned from Boston; where she has 
been making a visit. Mrs. Ricketts, be- 
ing one of the cleverest and one of the 
handsomest of our society leaders, is the 
heroine of such spirited adventures that 
I cannot refrain from giving a few of 
them, as I heard them from her hus- 
band’s lips. 

At the breaking out of the war Cap- 
tain Ricketts was ordered to Washing- 
ton, whence he proceeded almost imme- 
diately to the front. His command was 
one of the few that stood by their guns 
during the Bull Run disaster until the 
gray wave of battle, with its crest of 
smoke and blood, dashed up the little 
hight on which this battery was placed, 
overwhelming the gunners: with death 
and turning the still hot cannon on the 
retreating soldiers. The Captain’s horse 
was killed, and at the same moment a 
ball struck his right leg, breaking it and 
obliging him to fall helplessly with the 
horse, the broken limb bearing the whole 
weight of the dead animal. As a mat- 
ter of course, he was captured, and 
tha x dragged him along to an ambulance 
his spurs canght at every step in the 
grass and earth, jerking the wounded leg 


as 


and causing exquisite agony. Finally 
he groaned aloud, and a young leuten- 
ant loosed the spurs atid took them off; 
and he fainted, waking ‘wp some time 
after to find himself in Libby Prison, 
confined in a small, close room, with 
fourteen other unfortunates. There~ he 


lay day after day, his wound undressed I 


himself unwashed, unkempt, uncared 











for, listlessly fyeiehins the light creep 
out at night) ‘through the window-bars, 
and scar reely caring whether he saw it 
return next morning, for death: seemed 
the only release from this living grave ; 
until one morning he heard a little bus- 
tle at the door, and a few minutes after 


his name called in a voice he had ceased’ 


hoping to hear again, and then his wife 
threw herself on the floor beside him and 
gave way to uncontrollable emotion for 
a few minutes, 

But, like the brave woman she is, she 
saw that tears would not help the case, 
and, drying her eyes, she set about mak- 
ing him more comfortable. “Unrolling 
heavy traveling shawl, she spread it on 
some straw, and, with the help of “two 
or three of her husband’s fellow-suffer- 
ers, laid him on it. Then she unpacked 
a bundle and took out some clean linen, 
in which she dressed him; then a bottle 
of cologne, with which she bathed his 
head and face; then a pair of scissors, 
with which the wild beard and hair were 
clipped, and a brush and comb, with 
which they were well-dressed; then a 
clean handkerchief, which she saturated 
with cologne and put in his. hand ; and 
when. all this was done he felt, as he 
said, “as happy as a king.” Leaving 
the prison for a half hour, she went and 
bought téa and coffee, a stove with a 
bread, and a dozen 
called on a surgeon, a for- 
mer intimate friend of both, secured his 
services, and was back before the Cap- 
tain had persuaded himself it was all a 
dream.

And then began her ministry among 
those fourteen prisoners, several of 
whom had bad flesh wounds, in a horri- 
ble condition for the want of proper. at 
tention, and to all of whom she was a 
faithful sister. Declining the invitations 
which were showered upon her by 
former friends, calmly meeting all ob- 
jections and remonstrances offered to7her 
plans, she lived in the prison for three 
months, sleeping on the floor, with only 
a shawl between her body and the boards, 
divid§d fom the rest of the room by a 
screerof blankets, and subject to the 
demands of her self-chosen patients at 
any and all hours of the day and night, 
washing and dressing disgusting wounds 
two or three times a day, and making 
sunshine for them all, until an exchange 
of prisoners set her husband and herself 
free.

car and sang out: “Gentlemen, stand 
up, every one of you, and take off your 
hats, for this is Mrs. General Ricketts, 
who nursed fourteen of us in Libby 
Prison for three months. God bless 
her !”. And.they did stand. up, and, led 
by her former patient, cheered until the 
street rang, she in the meantime half- 
provoked, half-amused, and wholly em- 
barrgssed.—[Cor.

England’s New | Steel Fleet. 


The steel flotilla which is now being 
built for the British navy, and which is 
to consist of two ships of extraordinary 
swiftness, and six powerful corvettes, is 
being rapidly pushed forward by the Ad- 
miralty. All of them will be cased in 
wood except at the prow, which will con-. 
sist of a single gun-mettleeasting. They. 
will be of the same tonnage and_horse- 
power—their measurement pone 2,311, 
tons, and their engines of 2,300 indi- 
cated horse-power. Though pr incipally 
designed for foreign service, these steel 
corvettes will be quite cape able of taking | ¥ 
an active part in any naval battle, each 
of them being armed with a couple of 
seven-inch guns and a dozen sixty-four 
pounders. “Their powerful engines. will, 
moreover, permit them to use “discretion 
in any engagement, so that they may 
either fight or run away, whichever they 
may choose; while the complement of 
men carried will also render them of un- 
where an 
action has sometimes to be followed up 
by a landing party. In this respect, the 
two larger- ships, the Iris and Mercury, 
will surpass even the finely-built cor- 
vettes. They are to be fleet despatch 
vessels, with a speed of not less than 
twenty miles an hour. Their size is am- 
ple enough for the transport of troops on 
an emergency and although but lightly- 
armed, their swiftness would secure them 
immunity. Though measuring nearly 
four thousand tons, they will carry noth- 
ing heavier than sixty-four pounders, of 
which there will be ten on board. Their 
engines, on the other hand, will be of 
extraordinary power, no less indeed 
than of seven thousand horse-power in- 
dicated, which is much greater than any

So of Christian grace growing, 
A man grows only when he moves ont 
of himself toward God, and enlarges his 
knowledge of Him and his own capacity 
to enjoy and serve Him, He must of| 
necessity accumulate spiritual material. 
He sees more, hears more, and knows 
more of heavenly things, and is capable 
of resisting temptation better. -He has 
more spiritual muscle to endure hardness, 
and more spiritual wisdom to plan and 
execute, and’ more spiritual patience to 
wait. He is happy because he is con- 
sciously right, and consciously improv- 
ing. He is passing over a highway. Ii 
leads to a city. He is conscious of ap- 
proaching every. day a little nearer the- 
journey’s- end, dnd his accumulation of 





spiritual forces and material is every day 
making him a more powerful euemy of 
sin, and a more successful example of 
righteousness. oes 

It follows, therefore, with this growth, 
and as a fruit of it, the world has a right 
to expect a growing efficiency and suc- 
cess in saving souls and improving so- 
ciety. Growing in.grace. of necessity is 
adding to the world’s complement of 
spiritual forces; and if a man cannot see 
that every day he is a greater power for 
good, his growth, to say ‘the least, is 
questionable. The true-test is spiritual 
manhood. Manhood in every sense; 
manhood to endure, and dare, and wait, 
and rejoice, and suffer, and save others.

Men love 
you while they can use you, and it is no 
hardship to find plenty who will buy the

Bunkerhill at noon it has just set on the 
Parthenon and is rising on the volcanoes 
of the Sandwich Isles. As Easter Day 
passed about the globe, the contrasted 
scenes which the sun saw here—a multi- 
tude fed by God’s Word, and a few er- 
ratics striving to solace themselves with 
God—were not unlike the scenes which 
the resplentent orb looked down upon 
in the whole range of civilization. In 
200 languages of the world the Script- 
ures were read yesterday; in 200 langu- 
ages of the world hymns were lifted to 
the Triune Name yesterday; in 200 lan- 
guages of the world the Gospel was 
preached to the poor yesterday. 

What'is our impectinious skepticism 
doing here? Has it ever. printed a book 
that has gone into a second edition? 
Theodore Parker’s works never went in- 
to a second edition. Ido not know of 
a single infidel book over a hundred 
years old that has not been put on the 
upper, neglected shelf by scholars. Bos- 
ton must compare her achievements with 
those ot cities outside of America, and 
-take her chances under the buffetings of 
time. Where is there in Boston any- 
thing in the shape of skepticism ‘that 
will bear the microscope? For one, I 
solemnly aver that I do not know where, 
and I-have nothing else to do but search. 
Theodore Parker is the best skeptic you 
ever had; but to me he is honeycombed 


* + 


through and through with disloyalty to 


the very nature of things—his supreme 
authority. It was asserted not long ago, 
in an obscure skeptical newspaper here, 
that Parker's works ought to be forced 
into a second edition; but it was thought 
that, if now there was an effort made 
strategically, one might be put upon the 
market. You have no better books than 
these and there has been no marked de- 
mand in Boston for these, and the atten- 
tive portion of the world knows the facts. 
Why am I proclaiming this? 
outside of Boston it is often carelessly 
supposed that the facts are the reverse, 
and that this city is represented only by 
afew people, who, deficient in religious 
activity and forgetting the law of the 
survival of the fittest, are distinguished 
fare more by audacity than by scholar- 
ship, and are members of a long line in 
history of which Gallio stood 
head. 

Let us admit that we could all wish 
foussreater blessings. Macaulay said con- 
ce#fing literary excellence that we were 
to measure: success not by absolute, but 
by relative standards. Matching his 
own history against the seventh book of 
Thucydides, he was always humble; but 
matching his history against current 
productions, Macaulay felt encouraged. 
Matching his day in Boston against some 
things in Whitefield’s day; matching it 
against the dateless of Pentecost; match- 
ing it against our opportunities, we are 
humbled; we have no reason for elation; 
ours is a day of small things. But com- 
pare what has been done here by God’s 
Word and veligious effort with all that 
has. been done since Boston has been 
founded by the opponents of God’s Word, 
and we are encouraged. 

Our opportunity in the second New 
England is greater than. that of our fath- 
ers was in the firs; New England. Let 
us act as the memory of our fathers dic- 
tates. New Hngland, the Mississippi 
Valley, the Pacific Coast, Scotland, Eng- 
land, always know whether or not Bos- 
ton does her duty. A power not of man 
is in this hushed air. . Who will lock 
hands with him whom we dare not name 
and go forward to triumph in the cause 
that cares equally for the rich and the 
poor and for to-day and to-morrow ? * *

Presbtogianism in Egyp’. 


“Preshyterianism is the only form of 
protestantism which has taken root 
among the natives of Egypt. It is the 
Evangelical pioneer church. But there 
are a few English and German churches 
in Alexandria and Cairo, for the foreign 
population in these large cities.

It has been suggested that the Pal- 
estine explorers should visit}{Mount Nebo 
in search of the valuable treasures of 
the Temple which, according to the book

ernacle, and the Sacred Ark with the 
Tables of Stone on which the ten com- 
mandments were written. 


Prof. Shaler, of Harvard College, in a 
lecture at Boston on-Monday evening, 
said that just south of Boston he believed 
there was a coal deposit which will be of 
great benefit to that city. He also be- 
lieved that nowhere on the continent are 
there thicker beds of coal, but they have 
been so acted upon by pressure and heat 


as to materially change the character of: 


the deposit. ; 


A mine ot ‘‘Mnscovy mica” has been 
discovered in Westfield, Massachusetts, 
which is supposed to be very valuable. 
This mica is found in granite rock, near 
the surface is tough, and has that clear, 
silvery, white appearance so much 
thought of. The Muscovy mica has been 
found hitherto only in North Carolina 
and New Hampshire, but not in sufti- 
cient quantities to supply the demand, 
and large quantities are annually import- 
ed from the mines in Siberia.

Public opinion has settled to the con- 
clusion that the Eastern war will be of 
long duration and evitably involve other 
nations than the present combatants, 2 
these reasons: 

First—Russia’s real purpose is to en- 
large her sea‘ coast, a policy which she 

cannot foregoe pursuing relentlessly, while 
it 18 ditficult to see how she can; perma- 
nently hold anything worthy of her strug- 
gle without occupying. Constantinople 
and securing command of the straits con- 
necting the Mediterr ranean with the 
Black ‘Sea, or landing troops in Egypt. 
Hither of these steps must cer tainly pro- 
voke armed intervention by the powers. 
Second—Russia’s immense internal 
resources and her- popular enthusiasm in 
this war-insure gréat tenacity of purpose. 

Third—The Turks are brave and will 
fight desperately, realizing that their na- 
tionalit ty and religion are at stake, 

Again—The Russians will find it ex- 
éeedingly difficult to exercise effectively 
her ‘clear belligerent right of blockade 
without pr ovoking the hostility of com-| 
mercial nations interested in the Black 
Sea, Suez canal or the Dardanelles. .
